Thank you for your latter of 16 Amt 1958 in which you 
c on gr atu late ae on ay work with Free Europe Co— I tte e, Zno. and 
an the recent advancement thick the Coowdttee haa awarded ae* 

X have indeed given a great deal of time and energy to 
my dutlee a a Deputy European Dirac tar of Free Europe Exile 
Relatione* being moved to this by a sincere belief in the prin- 
ciple* underlying the Coeatttee'a existence and by a deep con- 
viction in the extraordinary Impor ta n ce of the activities in 
which the Caaa&ttee ha* been engaged* and I es naturally neat 
gratified to know that the Cewdttee has a ccor ded recognition to 



It 1* therefore with intense professional and personal 
regret that X m eoegelled to resign from the Ccnadtte*. 

X hove observed your diaoissal of Mr. Janes 0. McCargar, 
Europe an Director of Free Europe Exile Relatione. X state that 
in the clxc u ae tan ces of our work in Europe this dtasdssal can 
only be interpreted as signifying an irresponsible look of concern 
on the Cqwlttoi 'e pert for the realities of the Condlttee 9 s 
position* purposes* and work In Europe* 

tether* X hew had intimate knowledge of the nsthode 
employed to dismiss Ur* McCargar and of the use of whet I can 
only tern as deoslt and sl e n d er to this and* these methods and 
the apparent nalieloua efforta at cheraoter assassination have 
for ce d sac to conclude that association with the Cased ttee in its 
present orientation is Insupportable and even dangerous* 

The true reason© for Ur* McCargar 4 a dismissal have still 
not been given no* 

I an ac are that you referred to then In the first In- 
stance and on the occasion of your first attempt to diced ss Ur* 
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MoCarg&r as being contained in a report written fay your raprtse nto- 
tt¥i f Mr. Cloyoft K. Huston, also signed by Mr. Richard 8. (taeniae. 
Fallowing Mr. UcCaxgar's tarou^i refutation of this report la his 
detailed manorandn ef 9 June 1996, you revised your earlier reasons 
for his dismissal and addressed a letter to Mr. apC rgsr , delivered 
in circumstances of i n coa pr e h etadbla haste nd secrecy, in stash you 
stated, along with unfounded insinuations, teat his position had 
been abolished* 

This obvious duplicity was placed in greater relief on 
29 Am 1996 elm Ur. Huston, in attempting to glee to as and to 
other staff members tee true reasons for this dismissal, reverted 
to eons of tee earlier cha rge e which you had previously used and 
dropped — which were part of tee Huoton-Oreenlee report and which 
reflect as much on me as anyone — and gave an additional ooofidantial 
reason having slanderous overtones and no basis in fact. This per- 
formance wee rendered even nose absurd by Mr. Huston's tartar asser- 
tion tat the Huston-Oreenlee report was In feet irrelevant, in teat 
tee decision to dlonlee Mr. McCaryar preceded this repor t . The 
duplUity herein involved becomes even more evident in view of Mr. 
Huston's simultaneous efforts to convey to Europeans teat Mr. teCer gar 
has not in fact been dismissed, and I deem it relevant here to note 
teat Mr. Huston has throughout this per fo r man ce insisted that he has 
been acting on your instructions. 

Your handling of Mr. McCargar's dismissal can only suggest 
to an the extant to which any for t hri ft explanation of tee true 
reasons for this dismissal could entail personal emb arra ssment tar 
you or higher officers of the Committee or cause grave con cer n on 
the part of your subordinate officers for the Division, its wort, 
and its future. 

Moreover, 1 have seen nothing since 24 Am 1996, the date 
of assumption ef charge here by Mr. Huston, wAleh would lead me to 
believe that there has been any serious concern on the Coomlttee'e 
part for imrevsd adainistrstlon. 1 cannot fail to note tat tee 
deliberate concealment of a financial irregularity and tee subsequent 
flagrant attempt at coercion in this regard, long slnoe r e por ted to 
ywi, have been ignored and that the author of those sets remains ta 
this staff untouehsd by your adalnistration, which obviously is un- 
willing to give proper support to responsible officers in their 
effo rts to maintain tee hipest standards of conduct by all staff 
mobile. This matter was tally susoarlzed for your benefit in ay 
detailed report of 27 May 1998, which I also note has apparently 
been suppressed. 

Z note further that inequities applied to loyal and cook 
patent personnel are still the subject of interminable debate, and 



no decision, and that, worse still, your staff has remgad on or 
has boon untafonMd by you of your given word aa to certain of the 
fm palliatives granted to correct these inequities* 

X also note that Free Europe Exile Relations ia apparently 
embarked upon a series of orgmi rational changes which, d esp ite the 
Tpcwsndatisno and warnings of thla office, for which X haws shared 
responsibility, reproduce, in m even mers virulent font, the sans 
error s against which ws have pieadsd for so long, and which changes 
in no my tabs cognisance of the true facta of the CoBnlttee's 
position la Europe today, duly reported to you* X also s tar ve that 
at this tine, whan the uninterr u pted pursuit of the Division's nosh 
la taupe — already pieced in Jeopardy by your abrupt and i r ro ep o n 
aihle dim! etal of Mr* McCargar — ia further imperiled by the 
transition to e new fiscal year for ddeh policy and budget guidance 
are still lacking, and when major reorganise tional changes are 
apperantly under my, you are yourself absent from the conduct of the 
Division's affairs* It is no reflection on the merits of the men 
you hews left in charge to nets that he has had only one wsek'a em- 
p ariense in our hltfily complicated work* 

X have had time to witneae the dismay caused among both 
exiles and Western Europeans by your dismissal of Mr* McCargar, Wm 
has — end has given sufficient evidence of meriting — greater 
respect and esteem end a higher pr o fs sal onsl r e g a r d an the port of 
the exiles and Western Europ ea n s than anyone else In the Division, a 
situation which X cannot believe has s e c s p ed your sensibilities* 

X have had Urns to asssss the daaags caused to the Division's 
pwigrini end purposes and to the position of the Ccsmittee in Europe 
by the unjustified dismissal of Mr* MaCsrgar* This single act has 
resulted in the wanton and Inexplicable destruction of 27 months' 
labor by a dedicated staff under the unflagging and selfless guidance 
of Mr* McCargar, all of vdtleh had the single purpose of forwarding 
the Committee's p ro g r m s and effectiveness* X can assure you likewise 
that the damaging effect upon exile and Western European relations, and 
thus upon the Const ttoe's programs, leaving aside the destruction of 
a fins working team within the Comaitteo, la, and will be, more than 
considerable* 

X haws likewise had time to relate to these circumstances 
these of my own values, principles, and convictions which have led 
ms for some time to engage myself in this work* 

I cannot, in view of these facta and in ail conscience, 
associate myself with the disaster which will follow upon your 
recent actsi nor can X associate myself with the deceit, dishonesty. 
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
